CROP  PRODUCTION 


From  the  age  of  five  years  on,  these  vines 
produce  from  360  pounds  of  fruit  up.  One 
ten-year-old  vine  developed  2,002i/2  pounds 
in  1930.  First  fruit  ripens  about  July  1st, 
and  with  average  season,  you  will  have  ripe 
fruit  from  that  date  until  frost — often  five 
months  per  year — and  a  green  crop  at  frost 
for  jelly  and  green  grape  pies.  Ninety-five 
per  cent  of  the  rooted  plants  we  deliver  de¬ 
velop  some  fruit  the  year  they  are  reset;  the 
second  year,  they  are  going  strong.  We  fur¬ 
nish  one  or  two  year  stock,  but  prefer  the 
one  year  stock. 

Many  of  our  patrons  who  have  four,  five 
or  six  year  old  vines  say  they  would  not  take 
$100.00  each  for  them.

I,  W.  P.  Campbell,  County  Agricultural  Agent 
for  Titus  County,  Texas,  have  from  time  to  time 
during  the  past  two  years  examined  the  grape  plants 
and  vines  of  L.  G.  Meier’s  which  he  grows  and  sells 
for  everbearing  variety.  And  I  find  that  they  bloom, 
put  on  and  develop  fruit  as  long  as  growing  condi¬ 
tions  are  maintained:  that  the  fruit  ripens  about 
July  1st,  and  that  ripe  fruit  may  be  gathered  from 
this  date  until  frost;  that  the  fruit  grows  close  on 
cluster,  ripens  even,  is  fine  flavored,  hangs  on  vine 
long  after  dead  ripe,  carries  only  two  seed  in  berry, 
and  can  be  used  for  all  purposes  that  apply  to  other 
grapes;  that  the  growth,  beauty  and  freedom  from 
infection  eeems  prenominal.  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  this  grape  is  a  TRUE  SOUTHERN  GRAPE  and 
will  thrive  in  all  types  of  Gulf  Coast  soil  in  altitudes 
under  600  feet;  and  I  will  take  pleasure  in  investi¬ 
gating  and  answering  questions  relative  to  this 
grape.
